Dear Editor: 

When you have a situa¬ 
tion where the entire net 
profit of an industry (petro¬ 
leum) is less than the 
money spent by government 
to regulate that industry, 
you’got a case of “man bites 
dog,” and brother, that’s 
news. But the cagey news 
media have given this juicy 
tidbit the silent treatment. 

Take the matter of infla¬ 
tion and “obscene’' profits in 
general. The fourth-quarter 
profit figures for 1978, wide¬ 
ly publicized, indicated a 26 
per cent increase over the 
previous year. This promp¬ 
ted White House chief of 
staff Hamilton Jordan to 
snarl: “We think profits are 
unnecessarily high,” and be 
vowed to take “steps to deal 
with this.” But to blame in¬ 
flation' on “obscene” profits 
is like blaming the holes in 
Swiss cheese on the cows! 

Even the quoted figures 
are misleading, as explained 
by the Wall "Street Journal 
for March 26t’n. . . As a 

percentage of gross domestic 
product in the IT.S., corpor¬ 
ate profits in 1978 were only 
five per cent, actually lower 
than the year before and 
about the average level for 
the inflationary 1970. By 
significant contrast, the 
average return to industry 
from 1947 through 1965 was 
8.6 per cent. To get back to 
a healthy economy, profits 
will have to he higher.” 

That’s right, higher. For 
profit makes the country 
grow. In 1977, corporations 
made after taxes only 5.1 
cents per dollar of sales. 
Last year that figure edged 
up to 5.5 cents per dollar, or 
a total increase in profits of 
$900 million. And, guess 
what? The federal govern¬ 
ment, which is the one and 
only cause of inflat i o n, 
spends more than that every 
day of,the year.

Billion Gals. \ 
Gasoline Use ^ 
During March j 

George R. Reilly, member, * 
State Board of Equalization, 1 
announced recently that i 
March was another billion- 
gallon gasoline month in 1 
California, the first time i 
tliat mark has been topped 
during the year’s first quar¬ 
ter. 

Reilly reported that it was 
the highest March and the 
highest first quarter distri¬ 
bution ever recorded, the 
52nd consecutive all - time 
high month. 

Reilly said that March 
gallonage was only 0.6 per 
cent greater than in March 

1978, but a hefty 6.7 per cent 
greater than in February 

1979. Some of that increase 
is duo to the difference be¬ 
tween 28 days in Febmary 
and 31 days in March. First 
quarter figures for 1979 top¬ 
ped first quarter 1978 by 5.1 
per cent. 

Reilly reported that March 
revenues from the gasoline 
tax exceeded $70.3 million, 
up $4.4 million from Febru¬ 
ary, but only $436,118 higher 
than revenues for March of 
1978.

Gasoline Crunch 
May Have Little 
Insurance Benefit 

The effect of the current 
gasoline crisis on automobile 
insurance rates is a “wait 
and see” situation accord¬ 
ing to Western Insurance 
Information Service (WHS). 

Gasoline shortages, in - 
creasing prices, closed serv¬ 
ice stations and great e r 
awareness by motorists of 
the need to conserve fuel 
have resulted in fewer cars 
on the road, a condition that 
sliould mean fewer accidents, 
WHS points out. 

However, offsetting fac¬ 
tors include 1) an increase 
in car pooling caus 1 n g 
greater exposure if a car 
with more occupants is in¬ 
volved in an accident. 2) a 
tendency for people to buy 
smaller, lighter cars that 
are more severely damaged 
in a crash, and in which 
there is an increase in the 
likelihood of more bodily 
injury, and 3) a trend to¬ 
ward increased use of motor¬ 
cycles and motor bik e s 
thereby increasing exposure 

■ to bodily injury.

SB 17 will also force reductions of appraisals on prop i 
er.i« having pre-1975 values whioli rt>cently have been in¬ 
creased obove what 1975 appraisal standards would war¬ 
rant. The estimated savings to taxpayers next year as a i 
result of the Holmdahl measure is $75 million. 

Several late amendments to clarify the measure for ' 
assessors were accepted by the author. Despite tliis ac- ^ 
commodation, however, the assessors' association remained ^ 
opposed to the bill, lobbying heavily for its defeat through- 
out the nine days of its tenure on the governor’s desk. 

There was some speculation that the governor might 
veto the measure, based on the fact that SB 17 will take 
$75 million from the property tax base and provide $45 
million in relief to non-homeowner property taxpayers. 

Apparently overcoming such contentions was the fact 
that the $75 million was gained through an Incorrect as¬ 
sessment practice (one which a number of counties saw 
fit not to pursue). Furiher, distribution of relief urwler SB 
17 is no different from the distribution binder Proposition 13. 

A Do-Nothing Agency! 

Supervisor Pete Schabarum said recently he will vote 
against the County’s proposal to become the (Health Sys¬ 
tems Agency iHSA) for this area. 

Federal law requires each area of the nation to have 
a health planning agency charged with responsibility for 
developing plans to control cosis of health care and for 
Improving access to medical care for community residents. 

“I foresee approval of this measure creating a do-noth- 
in.g agency that will write reports with no effect on tlie 
ever Increasing cost of medical care,” he said.

Th« plant of the Sticky 
Monkey Flower seemed to be 
the favorite, for many uf 
these- plants were covered 
v/ith the black bristly cater¬ 
pillars. However, other 
plants were certainly not 
free from their wrath! 

As they slowly moved 
about, eating their way 
across the leaves, I soon 
realized that their half-inch 
babies were hungrily joining 
in their glutonous pursuits! 
Other baby caterpillars v.-ere 
emerging from the filmy 
nests that engulfed the end 
leaves and steams of the 
plant. Their numerous drop¬ 
pings were plentiully scat¬ 
tered among the chewed-up 
leaves. Some Sticky Monkey 
Flower plants had three or 
more tent-like nes t s. One 
can’t help but wonder why 
this caterpillar — called the 
Tent Caterpillar — was so 
.selective, both in the plants 
it decided to live and eat on, 
and also in the area in 
which it was active! 

All of this has been oc- 
curing in Millard Canyon, 
about six or seven miles 
west of Eaton Can yon. 
.Strangely enough, Eaton 
Canyon has not had any at¬ 
tacks of the Tent Caterpil¬ 
lar that I know of, even 
though there grows a fair 
amount of Stickey Monkey- 


Flowers there! Very strange. 

About a year ago, while 
camping out at Joshua Tree 
National Monument in the 
Mojave Desert, we noticed a 
certian amount of Tent Cat¬ 
erpillars on some of the de¬ 
sert bushes. The familiar 
tent-shaped web had e n - 
closed the ends of the large 
bush branches, with many 
caterprillars active inside. I 
was surprised to learn that 
event the desert was not free 
from them!

During the last sixteen 
years that I have been 
studying the canyons and 
foothills, I have not come 
across nor heard of any- 
such epidemic of Tent Cat¬ 
erpillars like that found in 
Ontario, Canada. For t u- 
nately!
